HUGE OPIUM SEIZURE. 
POLICE ‘COURT SEQUEL. 


‘Tbe “seizure of a ‘large ‘quantity of 
opium; amounting to nearly $40,000 in 
value, on the p.x. Lorenzo, mentioned in 
yesterday's Daily Mress, had a sequel. 
at the Central Magistracy yesterday, 
when before Mr. J. R. Wood, a Chinese 
named Lam. ‘I'so Yu, a shopkeeper, of 
No 12, Kwai Hung Lane, was charged 
with attempting to export the: opium in 
contravention of the Opium Ordinance. 

Mr, I. W. Whitehouse appeared for 
the defence and applied for a week's res 
mand. 

‘The bulk of the evidence was withheld, 
in order that the facts might be in- 
vestigated by ‘the Crown Solicitor. 

Chief Preventive Officer Clarke stated 
that ox the resuit of information, he and 
a search party went aboard the Lurensa 
on.

GALE- BOUND FISH. . 
ADYENTURE IN AN AEROPLANE. 


“ One of the most iouswal journeys ever, 
made by fish was completed recently by 
u number of gurainis,, tropical creatures 
from the ‘Dutch East Indies, which were 
safely delivered at the London 
Aquarium after having crossed the. North 
Sea by aeroplane during u fifty miles an 
hour gale. When the fish were despatched 
from Rotterdam, the weather was com- 
paratively calm, but. during the crossing 
the full, foree of the gale was encountered 
off the English “coast. The "plane was 
forced to land at Lympne. There the fish 
‘were Kept warm in the sergeants’ mess 
until-merning, when the journey was ¢on- 
tinued, the aeroplane landing at Croydon 
towards ter o'clock.
